Superintendent’s Report. 


February 1, 1909. 


To the Supervisory Board of the Tilton-Union- Northfield 
District: | | 

There are many things of interest concerning the 
schools under my charge during the past five months 
which I take great pleasure in bringing to the attention 
of the district. 

There is no district in New Hampshire more admirably 
situated for great advance in school work than this one. 
First, because the geographical and political situation 
makes the people one people throughout, interersted in 
all that pertains to school life in Tilton and Northfield 
alike. Second, because these people take, each and all, 
a great personal interest in the work, and look forward 
to the very best schools for the children within the 
limits of the whole district. 

‘““Why can’t we combine these districts and get all our 
schools in line with the Union school?’ ‘‘Don’t you 
think the Tilton people would join us and makea big 
Union district of it???’ ‘‘What would the Northfield and 
Union people say to coming together and having our 
schools under one Board, and combine them into good- 
sized schools?’’ ‘These questions and a hundred like 
them are what I have met on every hand. 

Can it be doubted then for an instant that the time is 
ripe to consider in an immediate and practical way the 
bringing about of this very thing? Not many years ago 
the people of the Union district made a great effort and 
built the splendid school that now bears testimony to 


their foresight. This school was expected to serve cer- 
tainly throughout their lives all who wished to come. 
Today the Union school is without suitable accommoda- 
tions for all who wish to attend. An addition to the 
Union school is not practicable. The best and only 
solution to the question is that proposed informally by 
Mr. O. G. Morrison, chairman of the Union Board: 
Combine the whole district and build a new union school 
somewhere above the location now used for school num- 
ber 4 on the Tilton side. 

With this I shall leave it; reminding the district that 
this is no plan of mine but something which has been 
called to my attention repeatedly since my arrival here, 
by board members: and citizens all over the district. 
The desire for organization seems almost unanimous. 


UNION SCHOOL. 


¢ 

My main task here has been to get acquainted with 
the work which is being done, and with the teachers and 
pupils who are doing it. My greatest effort has been in 
helping the pupils of the upper grades to find their way 
a little easier, and, on account of several pupils who 
were finding the regular work, leading to regular diplo- 
mas, either too hard or not profitable in each particular 
case, the Board voted to allow a special diploma to those 
who completed the eight years’ work in such depart- 
ments as should be agreed upon as essential. 

The attendance in the school has been exceedingly 
good. In Mr. Seymour’s room, with 28 pupils there 
was not one mark on the register up to the fourteenth 
week, when one girl was ill. In general I can say that 
the school is a credit to the town and is performing the 
work expected of it with a large degree of success. 

While steadfastly keeping our faces towards the better 
things to come in the Northfield town district, we may 
be pardoned for stopping a moment and congratulating 
the Board and the town on the successful term which has 
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just been finished, covering about sixteen calendar weeks. 
Nothing serious has happened to break the course of the 
terms, and the constant attention of the Board members 
has brought about happy results. Some may expect that 
my work will make that of the Board less. The Board 
will probably admit that, instead, it has made it more, 
but it has cheerfully given its time towards meeting the 
demands of the days in raising the standards in the dis- 
trict. 

Everything good costs something, and usually includes 
the expenditure of money. We need here many things 
which the Board would like very much to supply. Iam 
sure that the town will understand that the Board is buy- 
ing nothing without considering very carefully its value 
against its cost, and will support its Board, both finan- 
cially and morally, to the end that Northfield schools 
may equal any in the state. 

There are a very few children now qualified to do the 
work of the two highest grades. In Tilton we have tried 
sending these classes to the Union school and paying 
their tuition. The plan has been a great success; the 
expense has been small and the teachers have been able 
to do much better work with the other classes. It saves 
usually at least a year for each pupil, and gives the 
pupil a confidence and a readiness to meet new conditions 
that add greatly to his equipment. 


HODGDON SCHOOL. 


The Hodgdon school, with an attendance of 10 pupils 
during the fall term; is far too small to be effective, 
though I must admit, as I did to the Board, that the 
school, with Miss Marion L. Chase, has been a very 
happy little school, and has made excellent progress in 
many ways. Still with such a small attendance, no 
school can compete with a school where there are 
enough children to awaken competition among the 
children. A grade with one or two in it is not much of 
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an incentive to work or excel, nor does it give the 
teacher a chance to form an idea of just what can. be 
done. A glance at school reports from all over the 
country will show that no one disputes this, and all are 

trying to close up the small schools.

Bean Hill is another school with an attendance too 
small to count for effective work. The members of the 
Board have informally suggested that to combine the 
Hodgdon and Bean Hill schools with the Center school 
would not be difficult, and, with a small outlay, the 
Center school could be arranged to have two rooms and 
accommodate the added pupils. Another help in this 
respect would be sending certain of the Hodgdon pupils 
to Franklin, as they live just on the town line, and are 
not far from that city. This should be considered. This 
matter of concentrating the pupils, and bringing up the, 
standard of the grading and work done will not be found 
difficult at allif the people directly concerned are will- 
ing; and I have no doubt that such will be the case. 


THE CENTER SCHOOL. 


Here is a building well located for a school which 
should be not only inname but in fact the Center school. 
It has thirty-six desks and an average attendance of less 
than seventeen, still too small for a strong school, and 
with room enough for many more. Many difficulties 
which have made progress slow this last term would be 
obviated with a large class of children in competition 
with each other. 


OAK “Hil: 


With Oak Hill a new problem has to be faced. To 
locate this school more centrally does not seem possible. 
It is isolated, but ina section where it is much needed. 
With a registration ot twenty-two last term, and more 
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coming along, the aim here must be to provide a strong 
teacher and a well organized school. The moral aspects 
of the situation are quite as important as the literary, for 
where pupils are largely separated from the outside 
world a constant moral uplift is necessary to keep them 
from stagnation. Itis with great satisfaction that we 
can point back to the sixteen weeks of successful work 
here this fall with Miss Stevens, aided and supported 
constantly by the Board member directly responsible. 
Unless the unforeseen happens the great improvements 
in this building the Board has voted, which will make 
it cheerful and wholesome, and the determination of the 
Board to make it as good as the best in other ways, will 
bring about the results which have been hoped for. 
That the parents must bear their portion of this respon- 
sibility should not be forgotten, and every effort must be 
made on their part to have the pupils regular and 
punctual.
